e 9,507 individuals received information and 

assistance and consultative services when 
they called or emailed MoAT about assistive 
technology issues. 


PROVIDING ACCESS TO ASSISTIVE 
TECHNOLOGY DEVICES AT NO COST 
e 879 individuals borrowed a total of 2,653 
devices by accessing our device loan 
program, ETC. 
e 1,278 persons participated in 1,044 device 
demonstrations to explore devices and 
identify features to meet their needs. 


MAKING ASSISTIVE TECHNOLOGY 
MORE AFFORABLE & ATTAINABLE 

e 31 loans were approved totaling $451,670 that 
allowed individuals to obtain devices, accessible 
vehicles, & home modifications through our 
financial loan program, Show Me Loans. 

e 2,588 consumers obtained 3,764 re-utilized 
devices & saved $1,274,484 over the cost of 
purchasing new. 

e 275 students in 103 different Missouri school 
districts were able to obtain 413 assistive 
devices to enhance their educational outcomes 
through the Assistive Technology 
Reimbursement Program supported by the 
Missouri Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education.
